St. Louis, Get. 25.—Before beginning 


his journey down the Mississippi river 
to New Orleans us a 'part of the ex- 
ploitation for a system of inland deep 
waterways, President Tuft declared in 
an address at the Coliseum here today 
that his stand in favor of the Issue of 
bonds for carrying out waterway Im- 
provement projects does not mean the 
opening of a "pork barrel" to 
send 


back any particular member of con- 
gress or to make any particular sec- 
tion of the country prosperous during 
the expenditure of the money. 


: Mr. Taft said he opposed any such 
general bond issue of $500.000,000 or a 
billion dollars for waterways Improve- 
ment, the money to be cut up and par- 
celled out to different sections. 
His 


. Ifiea of a bond Issue is to secure suffi- 
cient money-to carry out quickly such 
projects as may prove their worth to 
the entire country- 


Spoke With Husky Voice. 


The president was introduced at the 


Coliseum by Governor 
Hadley. 
His 


voice was very husky, but he managed 
to make himself heard. The president 
found a quick response from his audi- 
ence when ho began by saying "We 
are on the eve 'of a great 
journey 


down the Mississippi river and cursed 
be he 
who . calls it a junket. 
The 


journey, as Governor Hadley has said, 
has reference to the problem of trans- 
portation and 
railways 'and water- 


ways. 'It is, however, only a part of 
a, still greater movement inaugurated 
by Theodore Roosevelt and 'properly 
called by him the conservation- of -our 
national resources."

The mention of Mr. Roosevelt's name 


called out prolonged cheering. The 
president went into. a^"brief' discussion" 
of the subject of conservation and said 
the p'eopie.'of the 
Mississippi valley 


wore particularly interested in the im- 
provement -of- Inland, waterways, and 
the preservation of the forests :as % 
means of putting" an end to the floods 
which were carrying so many of- the- 
farma in Missouri, Iowa arid., other

Wife Says When Drunk- 


Mueller Said He Had 


Eight Wives Dead.

New York. Oct. 25.—Inspector Mc- 


Cafferty, chief ot central office, an- 
nounced this afternoon he had received 
word from Brooklyn headquarters that 
Frederick Gebhardt alias Mueller, had 
confessed to the police authorities that 
he had murdered his wife, Anna Later, 
a year ago at Islip, L. I. 


According to Inspector McCafterty, 


the prisoner said that he took the wo- 
man to the woods near Islip to show 
her some lots and then shot her. 


Mueller is a piano maker who lives 


at Astoria, L. I. Preceding his con- 
fession admissions were got from him 
that made It clear he was the murder- 
er of the woman whoso skeleton wa'i 
found near Islip by a small boy several 
days ago. 


These admissions by Mueller and 


others by, his- present living, wife are 
expected to bring to light a tale of 
wholesale marriage and murder rarely 
equalled Jn criminal annals. 


. Had Too Many Wives. 


Gebhardt, or Mueller, according to 


the statement given out by the police, 
said that he shot the woman because 
he had too many wives. 


Gebhardt was taken to the .Adams 


street court and will later be removed 
to' Islip for a hearing. 


In his confession Gebhardt said that 


he married Miss Later' in Newark in 
February, 1908, and-then went abroad 
on a wedding trip. On his return "to 
this country 'the following1 April Geb- 
hardt told the police that he took his 
•wife to Bayshore, not-far from Islip, 
and showed-her some property which 
he told her lie would like to have her 
buy.-

then told her that he was'married and 
had no further use for her. Accord-

The board of public health had in 


course of preparation today by City 
Attorney Guy Colerick a very string- 
ent resolution which was slated for 
adoption at a meeting scheduled for 
this afternoon for the purpose ot rid- 
ing tho city of smallpox. 


This resolution will exclude from all 


public, private, parochial and other 
schools and all business colleges stu- 


j dents who have not either been sub- 


jected to an attack of smallpox or who 
cannot show a successful vaccina- 
tion. 
This is intended to stop tho 


spread of tho disease before the cold 
weather begins. 


It Is Intended by this to fix the bur- 


den on the teachers and the heads of 
the schools that will be affected. They 
must see to It that the provlsioyj are 
carried out or the penalty will be in- 
flicted upon them. Parents and guar- 
dians are required, under the law, to 
prevent the spread of contagion, b.ut 
teachers are in posittuon'to better aid 
the department and this will make 
them more diligent. 


All of the.cases, in the city, or prac- 


tically all, • can- be traced 
to 
the 


schools, which arc looked upon as the 
great vehicle for the transmission ot 
contagion and for this reason the res- 
olution is aimed at them. The board 
of health has the right to adopt any 
resolutions that may seem necessary 
for the preservation of public health 
and the rules laid down must be fol- 
lowed. 


All Doubt Removed. 


While tha 
board 
of 
health was 


thoroughly satisfied that the disease 
was smallpox this was. made certain 
by the visit of Dr. H. R. Carter, of the 
United States marine hospital, who 
came here Saturday and in company 
with the .members of the health board 
and. several, 
physicians,, visited a 


number 'of the patients. He said after

but that you have smallpox.here.1 No 
one familiar, with the disease,' would 
have the slightest hesitancy, in pro-', 
nbuncing It that. ' Some .of the' cases 
are .mild and some are'not. Three I- 
found were fairly sever.e, not malig- 
nant. I do not think that any. of these 
three patients will die, however. 


"I was never in a, city where I found 


as 'many persons unvaccinated. 
At 


not a single one.of the .places that I 
visited had persons suffering with the 
disease ever, been. vaccinated. 
Vacci- 


nation and quarantine are primarily 
the ways of getting rid of smallpox.. I 
know of'no other way. 'Vaccination 
particularly Is essential. 


"Every person during such a time, 


I should say, ought to oa. vaccinated 
once every three months. 


"WhilB none of the cases in the'city 


are malignant they may become so at 
any time. A severe case, or one that 
is malignant," may be contracted by 
one person from another who. is suf- 
fering with' the disease in only a mild 
form."

Elizabeth, N. J., Oct. 25.—Charter 


N. Fowler, 
representative from tho 


Fifth New Jersey district and former 
chairman of the house committee on 
banking and currency has addressed 
an open letter to Senator Nelson W. 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, chairman of 
the monetary commission created by 
congress and also 
chairman of tho 


llnauce committee of the senate, chal- 
lenging him to a joint debate In one or 
more cities, on the subject of a cen- 
tral bank. The letter follows In part: 


"Just before you started for Eu- 


rope in August, it was stated in tha 
press of the country that as a result 
of a meeting of the monetary commis- 
sion, of which you are chairman, a 
central bank was to be advocated by 
your commission, and that upon your 
return from Europe, you would pro- 
ceed to visit various cities in different

"After your departure there -was an 


evidently inspired and well organized 
propaganda 
in 
favor 
of a central 


bank, conceived and carried on for 
the purpose of preparing the -way for 
your home-coming and your arrange- 
ments to 'swing around the circle,' and 
Initiate tho 
people of 
the United 


States into the mysteries of your cen- 
tral bank plan. 


Will Not Bring Reform*. 


"Inasmuch as I am convinced that 


the one thing above all others that 
this country does not want is a cen- 
tral bank; because It will not effect 
nor accomplish the necessary reforms, 
but, in the end, will make a bad con- 
dition immeasurably worse, therefore, 
In order that the American people 
(who, 
I know, will decide this most

Justice Rufus W. Peckham 


Dies After Long Siege 


of Illness. 


Albany, X. T.. Oct. 23.—Rufus IV. 


Peckham, justice of the United States 
supreme court, died at his summer 
home at Altamont at S:15 last night. 
Death was duo to a complication or 
diseases. 


Justice Peckham had 
been In ill 1 


health for some time, but his condi- 
tion was not considered serious until 
recently. 
Following an adjournment 


of tho May term of the United States 
supreme c»urt, ho camo to spend the 
summer at Altamont, expecting to re- 
turn for tho beginning of the October 
term. 


Justice Peckham was a democrat, 


and before taking a seat on the bench 
gave considerable attention to politics 
In New York. He was born In Al- 
bany, N. Y., Nov. 8, 1838. and had been 
on the bench. stat« and federal for 
twenty-six years. lie came from the 
court of appeals of his native state, a 
position which his father before him 
had occupied. 


Mr. Peckham's first office was that 


of district attorney for Albany county. 
He was elected to that position In 
1S68. 
He afterwards became In suc- 


cession corporation counsel for the city 
of Albany, member of the supreme 
court of the state, and associate jus- 
tice of the state court of appeals. He 
was the last of President Cleveland's 
democratic appointees to the federal 
supreme court. Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justice White being the other two. 
He took his seat In January, 1896. 


Washington. Oct. 25.—"The civilized 


world has indeed arrived at an era of 
low mortality." 


This conclusion is stated in census 


bureau bulletin, 104, on mortality sta- 
tistics for 1908. prepared by Dr. Cressy 
L. Wilbur, chief statistician for vital 
statistics under Director Durand, who 
has transmitted it to Secretary Nagel. 
of the department of commerce and 
labor. 


The death rate of the registration 


states in 1308 was 16.3 per 1,000 of 
population, which was slightly lower 
than that for the entire registration 
area, 15.4 per 1.000. and it is the lowest 
on record. Dr. Wilbur states it is 
probably the lowest death rate that has 
ever occurred in the United States. 


The death rate of the rural portions 


of these states was still lower, belns 
only 14 per 1,000, while that of the 
urban population was 16.5 per 1,000. 
the latter Including all cities having a 
population of 8,000 or more inhabi- 
tants In 1900, and being, as 
usual, 


somewhat greater than the rural rate. 
Such rates would have seemed quite 
out of the question a few years ago.

JUSTICE PECKHAM A DEMOCRAT. 


Washington, Oct. 25.—Justice Pnck- 


ham was a democrat, and before tak- 
ing a seat on the bench gave consid- 
erable attention to politics in New 
York. He was born in Albany, N. Y., 
November S, 1838. and had been on the 
bench, state and federal, for 2ti years. 


He was the last at President Cleve- 


land's democratic appointees to the 
federal supreme court. Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justice White being the 
other two. He took his seat In January 
1896. 


His chief distinction was that of 


giving his time exclusively to the du- 
ties of the court. He accepted no out- 
side appointments. He was. In con- 
stant attendance on tho court and he 
gave the most careful attention to-all 
'matters before it 
He was married, 


but went little into society. Unlike 
other's -of tho Justices he accepted no 
Invitations to public functions / and 
made no public addresses after taking 
his seat as a justice. 


Cases involving the rights of cor- 


porations receiving especial consider- 
ation at Justice Peckham's hands, and 
ho -was the author ot some o£ the 
court's most noteworthy opinions of 
recent date along this line. Among 
them may be .mentioned the case o£ 
the Consolidated Gas company, of New 
York, In which he ruled that while 
rates fixed by the leglsjaturo must al- 
low a fair return.on investments, fed- 
eral courts could not interfere-to de- 
clare them invalid unless they were 
so unreasonably low as to be confis- 
catory.. One result of that decision 
was to -cause the return of sovoral 
million -dollars to consumers. 


Judge Peckham's bearing was dis- 


Wales for 1308 was only 14.7 per 1,000 
of population, and of London for the 
same year, 15.8 per 1,000. 
For each 


year since 1883 the death rate of Eng- 
land and Wales has been less than 16 
per 1.000. with the exception of the 
year 1304, for which year it was 16.2 
per 1,000, while no rate as low has 
been recorded for any previous years 
of registration. 


Tho early publication of the data 


relating to tho mortality of the year 
1908 for the registration area of the 
United States was only made possible 
by the Increased promptness of the 
returns from the state and city offices, 
most o£ which now make monthly re- 
ports. 


Tho registration area embraces the 


registration states and separate regis- 
tration cities In non-registration states 
accepted by the census bureau as hav- 
ing approximately complete registra- 
tions of deaths based upon 
ttye 
re- 


quirement of compulsory burial per- 
mits. For tho year 1908 the registra- 
tion states were: California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire, Now Jersey, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Washington and Wisconsin 


The District of Columbia and sev- 


enty-four registration cities in non- 
registration states, together with the 
registration states mentioned, made 
up the aggregate registration area for 
1308, whose total estimated populatlon. 
for tho year was 45,028,767, or over 
onerhalf (61.8) per cent) of the total 
estimated population of the continental 
United States, which was 86,874,990. 
The addition'of Ohio for the year 1909 
has still further increased 
the per- 


centage of, the population reporting to 
55.2 per cent, and other ,areas may be 
Included for the calendar year 1910, for 
which direct'comparisons of the mor- 
tality statistics can be made with the 
population enumerated by the thir- 
teenth census. 


The total number of deaths returned 


for the year 1.908 from the aggregate 
registration area was 691,574. For the 
preceding year tho number of deaths 
was 687,034, or only 4,540 less than the 
1908 returns, although the registration 
area for 1908 was increased by Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin. ,Tho year 1906 
was one of remarkably low mortality 
throughout the United States so far as 
can bo determined from tho available 
registration records and was marked 
by a general absence of severe epi- 
demics and of unusual mortality from 
other causes. 


Females contributed a slightly larger 


proportion-of tho deaths in 1908 than 
they did In 1907, but the total number 


appears in the subsequent flve-yetr 
periods, although there was a slightly 
more favorable showing for 1SOS for 
the age periods from 15 to 4S years. 


Nearly one-fifth of all the deaths 


that occurred were those of infanta 
under one year of age and over one- 
fourth are of children leas than five 
years of age. 


For both 1907 and 190S. 93.S per cent 


of all deaths were those of white per- 
sons, which shows tha unequal divi- 
sion of the registration, area in this 
respect Maryland Is'the only regis- 
tration state with a. considerable pro- 
portion (23.6 per cent) of colored pop- 
ulation. 
. Nearly one-fourth of all deaths reg- 
istered were those of persons born 
outside of the 
United States. The 


states having the largest proportion of 
native-born Americans ot native stock 
are. Dr. Wilbur states, the 
ones in 


•which it is the most difficult to secure 
the passage of effective registration 
laws. Therefore, the actual mortality 
of Americans of native parentage is 
not fully represented in the registra- 
tion area, although over two-thirds of 
the deaths registered were,of native- 
born persons and one-third were ot 
native-born with native parents. 


It-appears that the month of maxi- 


mum mortality in 1908 was January 
with $7,763 deaths and that of mini- 
mum mortality was June with 49,701 
deaths. 
- 


The death rates of the Individual 


registration states vary for the year 
1908 from 18.4 for California to 10.1 
for South Dakota. Dr. Wilbur points 
out that the total variation is less than 
that among the great towns ot Eng- 
land and that the range of mortality 
is not excessive. 


With the exception of South Dakota, 


all the registration states for which 
•data are presented for more than a 
single year show lower rates for 1908 
than 1907, and in several instances 
the rates for 1308 were tho lowest on 
record, nt least since fairly accurate 
registration has been in effect. 
For 


Massachusetts a comparison of tho 
rates given in the state reports since 
1851 shows that, with the single ex- 
ception of the rate (16.3) In 1904, the 
rate (16.5) in 1908 la the lowest.

death rates of tho cities of the United 
States with 100,000 population or over 
In 1900. Of the thirty-five states con- 
sidered, a decreased death rate was 
shown in 1908 in all but flvo Instances 
The remainder of the bulletin is de- 
voted to the consideration of causes o: 
death, of occupations in 
relation to 


mortality, and contains the 
official 


English translation of the revised 11s 
of causes of death arranged for use In 
mortality tables by International agree 
ment at the second decennial revision 
in Paris last July.

The death of Justice Peckham. leavfes 


)ut two democrats on the bench o£ the 
supreme, court of the United 'States— 
Chiftf Justice Fuller and Justice White. 
These were both appointees of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. The republican mem- 
oers are Justices Harlan, Brewer, Mc- 
Kenna, Holmes, Day 
and 
Moody. 


When Justice Shiras and Brown, both 
republicans, retired, they were suc- 
ceeded respectively by Justice Holmes 
and Moody, both, of tho same political 
faith. 


There is every prospect that Presi- 


dent Taft will make a. departure and 
do what no president has done for a 
grsat many years and appoint to tho 
vacancy a member of the opposite po- 
litical party from hlrnseit. It is re- 
ported here that President Taft long 
ago made up his mind to appdlnt to 
the first vacancy on the supreme bench 
Judge Horace 
Harmon- Lurton, 
of 


Nashville, Tenn., now a judge on the 
United States circuit court lor the 
sixth judicial circuit. 


This has come In positive terms 


from several c'lbso personal friends o£ 
the president. Judge kurton and Mr. 
Taft served oft the circuit bench o£ th& 
United States together and became 
wall acquainted. Judge IiU'rton is a 
democrat but President Taft regards 
him as one of the best judges In the 
United 
States, 
who holds himself 


above partisanship. He has scores o£ 
times commended Judge Lurton as a 
model judge, both for principle, erudi- 
tion, courage and fairness.

But a 
little child should, and may be,, so 
trained that he or she will go to bed in 
the middle of a game. 


A mistake of inexperienced mothers 


whose children do not like them to go 
from home through the day is to slip 
away when the 
youngsters do not 


Know. 


Such deception I consider an evil, 


for once a youngster distrusts Its par- 
ents the latter are usually a long time 
in regaining the lost confidence.. 


No false statements should be made, 


for thty bring disappointed, and hav- 
ing told the child something, every ef- 
fort must be made to adhere to it. But 
under no circumstances may a mother 


run away when a child's back Is 
turned. 


Another by no means uncommon 


mistake Is not to be accurate in telling 
the hour when a child should get up 
in the morning. The poor Uttle ones 
dislike to turn out quite as much as 
they did to turn in, and when they be- 
come old enough to do so without as- 
sistance, 
It Is Imperative that they 


should do so promptly. Many mothers 
try to start them by saying It Is fifteen 
or twenty minutes later than it Is, a 
statement that Is believed for a few 
times, and which works accordingly. 
But once a child . finds that this is a 
habit on the part of the parent it will 
refuse to believe what she \says, even 
though she may be accurate. Truth

MURDER AND.SUICIDE. 


Jealous Man and a Girl are Found 


Slain In Buggy, 


Clay Center, Neb.. Dot 25.— A doubln 


tragedy, accepted by the authorities as 


murder and suicide, was disclosed 


yesterday when a farmer, lour miles 
from Clay Center, found the dead 
bodies of Leroy Foster and Miss Inez 
Cox In a buggy near the roadway ad- 
joining Ms farm. Apparently they had 
been dead a number of hour?. Both 
were shot in the region of the heart. 
and near the man was the revolver. 
Foster was a rural mall carrier, 22 
years old. and Miss Cos was a 
stenographer, 24 years old. They had 
gone riding together Saturday night, 


Testimony given at the inquest yes- 


terday showed that Foster had killed 
the young: woman and then himself. 
Foster and Miss Cox had been keeping 
company for n. few months, and the 
impression is that he was in love with 
Iho girl, who accepted him as n friend, 
but "did not reciprocity his affection. 
He was insanely jealous. 
Both the 


young man and woman were prominent 
socially and enjoyed the best reputa- 
tions. 


Wearing kid gloves at night will, In 


combination with emollients, bleach 
and whiten the hands. For this pur- 
pose the gloves should be large, and 
almost of necessity, white, for dyed 
kid might injure the flesh. An old pair 
of men's gloves would be excellent, 
and If they seem warm, holes punched 
in the palms will give ventilation. ' 


Cosmetic 
gloves, 
always 
recom- 


mended for whitening and refining red 
hands, are only ordinary kid spread 
with a healing paste. 
Such glovc« 


may be easily prepared at home by 
turning them inside out and coating 
them with a heavy bleaching grease. 
Or an emollient may be smeared on 
the hands and gloves drawn on. The 
latter, after being worn once or twice 
on hands covered with grease becomes 
saturated with the healing application 
and so have the same effect as the 
ready made cosmetic pairs. 


A paste for quickly restoring the 


skin to whiteness is made from one 
ounce of powdered myrrh, four ounces 
of stained honey, two ounces of yel- 
low wax and six ounces of rose water. 
The1 wax is melted in a. cup, set into 
a pan of boiling water. 
While the 


liquid is warm the myrrh goes in, the 


j cup then being removed from heat. 


After a thorough beating the honcy 
and rose water are used, adding the 
latter slowly. If the paste is too thick 
to spread easily, it. should be thinned 
with glycerine. The application is ex- 
cellent for the arms and throat, as 
well as the hands. 


More delicate 
is a mixture of a 


dram of oil of sweet almonds, half a .' 
dram each of glycerine and rice flour, j 
a dram of fresh yolks, half an ounce ' 
of roso water and eighteen drops of j 
tincture of benzoin. 
The ingredients j 


are mixod In a china or glass bowl ; 
and beaten to a smooth paste. Be- 
cause of the presence 
of eggs, the 


paste will not keep longer than three 
days, so must be made in small quan- 
tities. It should stand in 3, refriger- 
ator when not required. 


When the hands are so cl.apped as 


to be painful, a more healing applica- 
tion is mad« from one ounce each of 
cocoa butter and swset almond oil, a 
dram each of oxide of zinc and borax, 
and six drops of oil of bergamot. The 
cocoa butter is broken Into a cup and 
set in a basin of hot water. The oil 
of sweet almonds added as the first 
ingredient melts. As soon as blended, i, 
the zinc and borax are put in, stirring 
quickly and thoroughly. If the cream 
begins to harden 
before mixing is 


complete, the cup may be returned a 
moment to the hot bath. The berga- 
mot goes In Just before the hardening 
is complete. 


Before anointing the hands with 


this, bathe with a pulp of linseed oil 
and bitter almond oil. 
After a mo- 


ment this is 
washed 
off In water, 


which contains a small percentage of 
benzoin.

The 
chief 
secret 
of successfully 


transferring plants from outdoor gar- 
dens to the house in autumn lies in 
changing their temperature by degrees. 


By gradual change of temperature 


is meant taking the plants from the 
ground to the porch or window sills 
and keeping them out of doors before 
shutting them into the closeness of the 
house. 


Few owners of ferns are so rash as 


to have the plants taken from the pots 
and put Into the ground during the 
summer, but should they have done so, 
however, the roots will not be hurt by 
transplanting if the work is carefully 
done. If, however, a. fern is set back 
by the upheaval, the owner has usually 
the compensation of being able to di- 
vide it Into two, or even three roots, 
for a characteristic^!: Boston and oth- 
er ferns Is that when freed from pots 
and put Into the ground they spread, 
as do lilacs, so that when the time 
comes for potting the trailing root is 
carefully cut and the plant divided. No 
rule can be laid down for selecting the 
exact spot for the division, but gener- 
ally speaking there is no difficulty in 
locating It, for there is usually a space 
between the little new fronds and the 
parent root. Naturally the cut Is made 
In such a place. 


When planting ferns for the house, 


put them into pots that are much larg- 
er than the roots at the time require 
for if given space in which to spreac 
they will have a more 
luxuriant 


growth. 


Rubber plants arc transferred from 


the ground to pots in quite the same 
manner as are ferns. Indeed the same 
procedure prevails for all roots, and so 
too. does the preparation for the pots 
And let it be recorded here that unless 
pots are selected and filled with ex- 


actness no plant will grow in th* 
louse. 


In every pot drainage is essential, 


and it is mada In this way: The lltfls 
lole In the pot through which super- 
fluous water is carried off must have »•'. 
:iece of stone or tiling put over It 
For this brace a small piece of brok- 
:n pot Is excellent. Such a, piece it 
not supposed to fit tightly over tht 
hole in the bottom of the pot, but it 
must be large enough to cover the 
opening- Without this cover the soil 
would slowly but surely be carried 
from the pot whenever the plant was 
watered. On the contrary, if the hole 
Is tightly covered water will stay fi; 
and the soil will become sour, a con- 
dition fatal to plants. 
; 


Once the tiling is In, soil to about;' 


the depth of one-third .of the pot is laid 
on and the plant can then be put into-; 
place. The rest of the dirt must be 
carefully shaken and packed down 
with the fingers about the roots, first 
putting in a little water to keep the 
growth fresh before the tendrils take 
hold. 
The soil should be within an 


inch of the top of the pot when the 
work is finished.

for any organization to contemplate 
taking a step backward it is a fact. 
nevertheless, that this looks like the 
logical thing for the Central league to 
do before it strikes the rocka and is 
chucked into the baseball scrap heap 
along with the others that have built 
up their expense accounts to a point 
that the patronage will not warrant. 


For the last two years HO money has 


been made by the league as a whole. 
There are a few isolated 
instances 


where owners quit with the balance 
on the right side, but at Evansville 
in' particular all the money made one 
year went right back to the loss col- 
umn the next and was followed by a 
few good dollars that 
were never 


earned In baseball. 
Wheeling 
may 


have made some money last season, 
but it's a' dead certainty 
that 
the 


profits will not cover the losses of.the 
year before. 


Gate receipts are entirely lost sight 


of in. the desire to build 
up strong 


clubs, and even Dr. Frank R. Carson's 
anti-farming rule, whirti was observed 
in some quarters, did" not attain'the 
object ot-Its'Inception and adoption 
' because It did not ,cut down the salary 
list. 
When the Central league was 


flrs,t organized each team carried one 


crease and the baseball patronage that 
can reasonably be expect'edv from it 
kept pace with the boost In the ex- 
pense account'.' The mileage is prac- 
tically the same and no retrenchment 
can be looked for in this quarter, al- 
though there are u number of sleeper 
jumps that might be cut out in the 
arrangement of the schedule. 


Then comes the salary list In tha 


llrst year of the league it was small. 
In the second year it went up to $1,800 
a month, which really meant a littlo 
more than $2,000, as magnates hardly 
ever keep within the fixed boundary. 
Xow it is approximately $3,000 and 
the patronage will not pay it along 
with the other expenses. These sala- 
ries will either have to be reduced or 
the number of men cut down becauso 
owners who will continue year after 
year to spend a few hundred dollarn 
just for the sport are becoming mora 
scarce and the supply will not hold out 
long enough to perpetuate a losing 
organization.

States Steel corporation has decided to 
make an effort to control the drinking 
if 25,000 persons In Fayette county, 
Pa., who are interested In the manu- 
acture of coke, and will invest $10,000- 
00 In a project to obtain possession of 
nine breweries 'now running Jn the 
coiinty. 


While the. effort to merge these 


rreweries is conducted in the name of 
h.e Pittsburg Brewing company, it is 
mderstood that the steel corporation is 
lack of the whole move and will try 
to regulate the drinking of the for- 
eigners, It being figured that at least 
3 per cent better returns can be 
leaned on the millions Invested there 


by regulating the drink of the coke 
worker—permitting him to drink, but 
stipulating where and when he shall 
drink. 


The sale of beer by the keg or by the 


>arrel to the coke worker is what the 
corporation objects to, and this it will 
try to remedy. 


For more than & year figures have 


been gathered on drinking among coke 
workers, and it is found that for sev- 
enty-two hours after each pay day the 
coke ovens do not run more than two- 
thirds their capacity, and there is 
scarcely a pay day when hundreds of 
tons of coke are not ruined by.inabll-
